! an Interesting address. 
His talk was 
| somewhat ¡amb ling; that is to say not 
j entirely confined to the old settlers pres 
cut. 
He tohl ab out hia trip through the 


j north-west and what 
lie saw at b ait 
' Lake. 
He told of the b ad Mormons and 
how the early settlers nipped the evil of 
mormonism in the b ad here in Illinois, 
at an early day, with the shot gun. 
He 
touched upon the threatening evils of so­ 
cialistic doctrines, and compared the idea 
that a man does not own the farm that he 
has worked hard to possess, with the hon­ 
esty of the early days when every honest 
settler would defend b is neighb or’s land 
title with his life. 
After Mr. Hitt had 
finished the old settlers were called upon 
and a free and easv talk was enjoyed. 
The glee club (Quartet) of Ashton sang 
very pleasantly, aud the b rass b ands 
discoursed fine music. 
The following old 
settler’s responded to the chairman’s call: 
Judge Crab tree told how he walked out 
from Chicago; in the days when there 
were no railroads and walking was as 
good a way as any to travel; and how he 
plowed with an old plow with a cow’s 
horn tip on the handle; and he compared 
the then and now when the farmer rides 
under a cover w hen he plows. 
EphGrob 
told ab out the great mistake that his fath 
er made at an early day in moving out 
frcm Pennsylvania through Illinois to 
Missouri; and how they 
1’ved on corn 
dodger. 
U ;s mother b eing an ab olition­ 
ist they could not stand the ways of the 
slave community and so they moved b ack 
to Illinois and again enjoyed the b lessed 
free air of a free State and ate wheat 
b read ever after. 
Ephriam clearly show­ 
ed in his speech that he is not as was his 
mune-sake of old, joined to any particular 
idol, b ut on the contrary quite lib eial in 
his views. 
lie was in favor of b etter 
highways and hoped to see the roads 
worked more. 
He gaye Gould a touch­ 
ing up and pleased the old settlers in his 
remarks generally against all monopoly 
and wrong. 
Speeches were made b y 
Elder Roft, A. D. Clark, Fred Tice, Fatb - 
Cartright and others. 
The latter gentle­ 
man is quite a noted citizen of the west. 
He resides at Oregon, Ogle county, anil 
he gave some interesting reminiscence of 
early days here. 
In coming up from 
Prophetstown in the thirties he took a 
stranger in to ride and the man had pass­ 
ed counterfeit money at/Seeley’s tavern 
the day b efore and the result was that 
tho speaker was followed through Dixon 
b y the officers and came very near b eing 
arrested as a counterfeiter. 
Father Cart- 
right, we learned indirectly, is a cousin 
of the famous Peter Cartright. 
lie did 
not wish to b ecome a preacher, b ut his 
cousin Peter said that he must preach and 
so he was sent out to Iowa, in 1835, where 
he organized the first Christian association 
that ever met in that territory. 
Taking it all in all Wednesday was 
enjoyed fully as well b y the old settlers 
as any picnic yet held b y the association. 
Tho people of Franklin were active in 
making the occasion pleasant. 
Tho Dix­ 
on delegation was met at the train and 
with a b ras9 b and escorted to the grounds, 
under the orders of Col. A. P. Dysart, 
marshal. 
The Rev. A. H. Schoonmaker ( 
delivered the welcoming address, only aj 
portion of which wo heard.

Then once 
more Into the army In which lie w.is appointed a 
regular brigadier general and sent on 
du ty to 
Alaska. 
He was recalled au 1 sent to command 
at New Orleans, where he died in K 't 
(¡-■n. 
Rousseau was a man of magnificent physical ap 
pesranoe, the typical “ big Kentuckian.’ 
Bu ell hastened on to Lou isville. 
He won 
the race, if Bragg had really meant to go 
there. 
Bu t Bragg himself « ays in his report, 
that at this time he fou nd himself it» a “hostile 


c o u n t r y , ” with only three days’ food for his 
men. 
IIo therefore determined to deflect 
his 
cou rse to the right instead of proceeding 
still 
fu rther into a hostile cou ntry, to fix his head­ 
qu arters at Bardstown and draw supplies 
from Lexington. 
Bu ell and Bragg each claimed to Ik* at­ 
tempting to draw the other into a battle. 
At all events, however, this pu rposeless 
tramping throu gh Kentu ck y had done little 
good for tho army of Get» . Bu ell. 
R eaching 
Lou isville, it encamped on the river sh ore, be­ 
low* the city. 
“And when we got there there were only 
six boys of my regiment who stack ed arms 
on the sand,” says a private who tolls tl»« 
story of Bu ell’s chase throu gh Kentu ck y 
The other men of the regiment had drop 
j>ed ou t by the way, cither fallen throu gh 
fatigu e or tieen lost by straggling, 
regiments wore in not mu ch better condition 
than the one mentioned when they encamped 
on tho sand 
Ik*1ow Lou isville. 
And after 
this river was reached thou sands more drop­ 
ped ou t, deserted or “straggled.” 
The day that tho last of Bu ell’s army 
r e a c he d Lou is­ 
ville, S e pt. 29, a 
tragic event hap- 
l>ened then which 
threw the whole 
city into excite­ 
ment. This was tho 
fatal shooting of 
Gen. William Nel­ 
son by Brig. Gen. 
Jeff. C. Davis, of 
Indiana, in u qu ar­ 
rel. 
Gen. Nelson was 
bom in Mu ysville, 
Kentu ck y, in 1825. 
Up to 1861 he had 
GEN. WM NELSON, 
served in tho United States navy. That year ho 
was appointed n brigadier general of the army 
and sent on du ty to his own state. IIo recru ited 
thou sands of Union volu nteers. 
At Shiloh 
he commanded a division, remaining with 
Bu ell’s army u p to Bragg’s invasion of Ken­ 
tu ck y. After the battle of Richmond lie was 
sent to look after the defenses of Lou isville, 
for that city expected a visit from Bragg 
when Kirby Smith was advancing on Lou is­ 
ville. 
With groat vigor Nelson sot abou t fortify­ 
ing the Kentu ck y metropolis, bu t his way was 
different from that resorted to by Lew Wal­ 
lace. 
Wallace issu ed a proclamation calling 
on the citizens of Cincinnati to aid in throw­ 
ing u p the earthwork s, and wealthy and prom­ 
ine nt citizens responded to the call and du g 
with their own hands. 
Nelson, on the other 
hand, gave ou t-the following order: 
“Having been called on for 1,000 laIxjrers, it 
is ordered that the citizens of Lou isville and 
Jefferson cou nty rej>ort to Col. Henry Dent 
the nu ndier of slaves each will fu rnish, and 
they will deliver them into the cu stody of Col. 
Dent, to he u sed in the erection of fortifica­ 
tions. 
Col. Dent is ordered to impress a effi­ 
cient nu mber of laborers to erect the work s of 
defense.” 
Wherever negroes were fou nd at large in 
the street - they were seized and set to work , 
and there was wild scu rrying to and fro of 
du sk y forms, and hiding awav ¡u s soon as the 
order became k nown. Thu s the fort ¡{¡cations 
at Covington were bu ilt volu ntarily by citi 
zens of Cincinnati and vicinity. 
Those of 
Lou isville were made by the forced labor of 
negro slaves. 
Gen. Nelson was u brave and able soldier. 
Bu t be had a temper which was a terror to 
those who were forced to be abou t him. 
Ilis 
soldiers k new this well, and sometimes made 
it serve their amu sement. One evening an 
innocent look ing civilian came into his camp 
inquiring for the quartermaster. The “ boys," 
scenting some fun, directed him to the ger- 
eral’s Cent, where Nelson had 
already retired 
for the night. 
“ He’ll say he’s not the quartermaster,” ex 
plained the bovs, “ but don’t you believe him.

Geji. Nelson was k illed at t lie Galt hou se, 
Lou i'Vill*. 
His manner bad enraged Gen. 
Davis te yond all self control. Nelson, who 
was a very large and powerfu l man, had 
slapped Davis in the fnce. 
He is bu ried nt 
Cave 
Hill cemetery, Lou isville. 
His pall 
lien re rs were general« from Bu ell’s army and 
soldier friends. His body lay in stab* awlnle, 
and his own division attended the fu neral m 
process ion.

At Lou isville Bu ell reorganized his scat­ 
tered army. 
Thou sands of new 
recru its 
came an 1 thev were assigned to the thinned 
old regiments,’and these were filled. 
When 
ady to move once more against Bragg, 
Bu ell had an army of 100,D00 men. 
It was 
divided into three eorps, command« ! respec­ 
tively bv Mnj. /lens. A. McD. MeCook , 
Thomas L. Crittenden and Brig. Gen. Charles 
C. Gilliert. Gen. tiilliert was a West Point 
gradu ate of 1*46.

Practically Bu ell’s chase from Mu rfrees­ 
boro, Ten» ., to Lou isville, Ky., had the np- 
iienranee of a retreat. 
It was contended that 
lie shou ld have Ixhu i more vigorou s in action, 
that he shou ld have fore« * 1 Bragg to battle 
and driven him ou t of Kentu ck y. 
Halleek 
at Washington took this view of it and re­ 
liev ed Bu ell from command and pu t Thomas 
in his place tin* last of September. 
Thomas, 
however, remonstrated earnestly against this 
and the order was revok ed. Thomas had not, 
at this time, confidence in his own power to 
handle a large body of troops. 
The next day, Oct. 1, Bu ell took command 
again, with Thomas second, and once more 
iiegan the hu nt after Bragg. 
He hail 100,00« 
men.

MARCHING T HROUGH KENT UCKY. 
We left Bragg at Bardstown Sept. 21. 
Oct. 1 he left Gen. Leonidas Polk in com­ 
mand at that town, and himself started to 
Lexington. 
Polk had orders to “slowly re­ 
tire” to Bryantsville. 
Kirby Smith was at 
this time in the interior of the state with his 
army, waiting orders to join Bragg at Frank ­ 
fort. 
There really was a Confederate governor 
of Kentu ck y for a few days. 
Oct. I Bragg 
and Kirby Smith u nited their forces at 
Frank fort. 
Then Bragg was good as his 
word. 
IIo and Kirby Smith installed Rich­ 
ard Hawes as provisional Confedei ito gov­ 
ernor of Kentu ck y. 
Bragg had set u p a 
Confederate government in the state. 
Richard Hawes had been a member of the 
United KtaU-s congress. 
The Confederate 
government in Kentu ck y did not, however, 
last long. 
A week later it retreated swiftly 
sou thward, governor and all. 
Bragg learned at Lexington, O ct 2, that 
Bu ell had started after him again. 
Bragg’s 
own army hu d been considerably increased 
by you ng 
Ken­ 
tu ck y r e c r u i t s , 
and 
bis 
whole 
force in the state 
now amou nted to 
not far from 05,- 
000 men. 
Imme­ 
diately on hearing 
of B u 
e l l ’s ap­ 
proach, 
B r a g g 
wrote to Polk to ^ 
come u t once to 
Frank fort, by way 
of B l o o m f i e l d . 
Bragg look ed for a 
battle with Bu ell. 
Polk was to pre­ 
pare to attack the Federal army in flank and 
rear, while Kirby Smith shou ld attack in 
front. 
Polk decided not to obey tho order, bu t to 
follow his original instru ctions to slowly 


rest, bu t was nftervTarIs restored to com­ 
mand. 
Ho was with Johnston’* army before 
Atlanta, ih Ju ne, 1*64, where a cannon shot 
from the Federal lines ended his career both 
military on« l theological.

Du ring the last of September and first days 
of October, Bragg’s army bad tx*en su ccess­ 
fu lly and rapidly accu mu lating the spoils of 
war. Cattle, horses, swine and mu les were 
seized withou t stint by Confederate detach­ 
ments in variou s parts of the interior. 
At 
Frank fort a doth factory was looted, nnd 
1,000,0' hi yards of the famou s Kentu ck y 
bu tternu t jeans were tak en. 
In some in­ 
stances Confederate serin was offered in pay­ 
ment for property seized. 
Bragg had issu ed a proclamation to the 
Kentu ck ians on entering the interior of tho 
state, in which he had said lie mu st have the 
su pplies of war wherewith to lil» orate them 
from the northern invader. To the ladies he 
said with poetic enthu siasm: 
“Bu ck le on the armor of you r k indred, you r 
hu sbands, sons tmd brothers, and scoff with 
shame him who wou ld prove recreant to you , 
bis cou ntry nnd his Goa.” 
The “su pplies of war” had been accu mu ­ 
lating a t Lexington. 
Bragg ordered a su ffi­ 
cient qu antity sent to Folk at Bryantsville, 
ami Oct. 7 ordered Folk himself to march to 
l’errvville, Kv., with Cheatham’s division, 
lie was fu rther to attack the Union army, 
rou t it. and tlien join Kirby Smith at Frank - 
ford. 
Bishop Leonidas Polk , of Lou isiana, on the 
ou tbreak of the civil war, threw away his 
priestlv cassock and donned the Confederate 
lighting gray. 
He had, however, been a 
soldier before becoming a bishop, having 
been gradu ated u t West Point in 1827. He 
was born at Raleigh, N. C., in 1800. 
He was 
one of the most able and zealou s of the minor 
Confederate generals. 
Wherever fighting 
was, there Bishop Polk wns. 
He always de­ 
clared, however, that when the war was over 
ho wou ld go back anil bo a bishop again. 
A 
British officer who k new him in tho army 
wrote of the Confederate soldier bishop: “He 
is very rich, and, I am told, owns <00 ne­ 
groes. ” 
Gen. Polk commanded a division at Shiloh, 
and a corps at Chick amau ga. 
His sense of 
his own dignity and importance gometimes 
led him to disol» ey his su perior officers, os be 
did Bragg in Kentu ck y. For su ch disobe­ 
dience u t Chick amau ga be was pu t u nder ar-
